Stockpile Rock 
For 7 Giades Roads 


The county commission this 
week gave its approval to a State 
Road Department proposal to 
stockpile about 700,000 cubic yards 
of road material for highway con- 
struction in the Glades. 

Seven road improvement. pro- 
jects are scheduled in the Glades 
grea and most of the plans call tor 
fill rock for the roads. 

Undér the road departmenc 
plan, needed rock will be pumped 
from Lake Okeechobee and ‘stock 
piled at the county airport at Pa- 
hokee. From there it will be truck- 
ed to sites of the road projects. 

Funds to pay for the fill will be 


advanced from the county's sec- | 


ondary road account and will be 
repaid by the state as the fill is 
used.

“Everyone in Canal Point will, 
use this Zip Code on-all their cor- 
respondence to speed mail deliv- 
eries and reduce the chance of mis- 
sent mail,” Postmaster, Smith said. 

ZIP Code; the Post Office. De- 
partment's revoluntionary new sys- 
tem of improved mail dispatch and 
delivery, goes into effect nation- 
ally on July 1. 

Postmaster Smith ‘stressed the 
importance of all citizens of Ca- 
nal Point learning this city’s ZIP 
Code and using it in their return 
address on all correspondence. In 
answering mail, she said, ZIP 
Codes taken from return addresses 
on incoming maj] should: be used. 

“The ZIP Code is literally the 
mail addressing,” 
Mrs. Smith said. “It should follow 
the city and state in addresses.”

Deterioration of Cuba's agricul- 
tural economy appears to be tar 
more extensive than the big drop- 
off in the sugar crop. , 

I note that the Cuban Veterin- 
ary Association in exile recently 
predicted virtual destruction of 
the island’s commercial poultry 
industry within 8 months due to 
disease and lack of breeding stock. 

Quality of fowls is said to have 
degenerated greatly and broiler 
production has slumped to about 
300,000 a month. That’s a drop in 
the bucket for the island's popula- 
tion, Cubans have long depended 
‘on fowl for a large share of their 
meat supply. ` ¥ 

In the first 18 months of the 
1960-62 biénnium our Divison of 
Animal Industry issued permits 
for shipments of more than 16 
million chicks to Puerto” Rico, thc 
Virgin Islands and 29 other coun- 
tries, mostly in Central and South 
America. But our shipments to 
Cuba stopped in April, 1961. 

From . April, 1960, through 
March, 1961, we exported more 
than 5 million chicks and 146,230 
dozen hatching eggs to Cuba.

In addition to the desperate situ- 
ation in the poultry industry, the 
exile veterinary, group reports,

$2.40 a pound and eggs 25 cents 
each.
